Thousands Calves Reach 
Critical Age as Far 
A s Blackleg is Concerned 


Thousands of calves in the Unit­ 
ed States are just now reaching the 
critical age as far as blackleg is 
concerned, the American Founda­ 
tion for Animal Health warned to­ 
day. 
“This deadly disease picks on 
calves from a few months to a 
couple cf years old,” said a Foun­ 
dation spokesman. “There is only 
one sure protection against it. and 
that is vaccination.” 
Heaviest outbreaks of blackleg 
usually occur in the spring, but 
calves should be vaccinated ahead 
of time so they can build up a 
solid immunity The disease often 
strikes so swiftly that several ani­ 
mals may be lost before vaccina ­ 
tion can establish a barrier in the 
herd against it. 
Any area with a history of black­ 
leg is likely to be permanently dan­ 
gerous, the Foundation emphasiz­ 
ed. The infecting germs can sur­ 
vive in the soil for years. 
“This is one of the chief reasons 
why fresh outbreaks occur in the 
spring,” says the Foundation. “ A 
livestock owner may decide not to 
have his new calves vaccinated be­ 
cause he has experienced no losses 
in recent years. Before he knows 
it. the germs in the soil have pick­ 
ed their victims and it’s the same 
old story of dead calves and finan­ 
cial losses.” 
Outbreaks may also occur as the 
result ol' improper vaccination, ne­ 
glect ng to re-vaccinate animals 
still within the susceptible a g e 
bracket. 
Calves vaccinated at the age of 
two or three months should be re- 
vaccinated after weaning. The sec­ 
ond treatm ent establish 
an im­ 
munity lasting 12 to 18 monhs. 
v hich will usually protect the an;- 
mai bevond the susceptible age.

The information furnished by the 
farm er about his farm and him ­ 
self will be kept confidential and 
ust*d only for obtaining totals for 
the county and State. Census tak­ 
ers are under oath and must not 
let anyone see an individual farm ­ 
e r’s report.

Adequate feeder space should be 
provided so that all birds have an 
opportunity to get to the trough 
It is often noticed that where there 
is a lack of feeder space the timid 
birds do not get sufficient feed to 
produce profitably. 
Temptation to Crowd 
It is often a temptation to crowd 
additional pulles into the laying 
house, but at the end of the lay­ 
ing year records show that it would 
have been better to house only a 
num ber of pullets for which there 
was housing space available. A 
simple thumb rule on the space re­ 
quired per bird for best results is 
three square feet for light birds 
and four square feet for heavy 
birds. Where the birds are housed 
in a large hour or pens, this may­ 
be reduced to 3.5 square feet for 
heavy birds and 2.75 square feet 
for light birds. 
Provide one automatic waterer 
for each 150 birds. It has been 
found that the use of automatic 
w aterers not only greatly reduces 
the labor required for the care of 
the laying flock but also means that 
the birds do have adequate' fresh 
water available at all times. 
Stoddard C o u n t y poultrymen 
should seriously consider keeping 
the best yearling hens for an addi­ 
tional two to three month’s lay. 
This is 
particularly true where 
eggs are being sold on a premium 
market. As the yearling hens go 
out of production, they can be null­ 
ed and plac'd on the market. If 
some yearling hens are to be car- 
rit'd over for another y ear’s lay. 
the pullets and hens should be sep- 
arated. Keep only the late molting 
yearling hens.

Thousands of calves in the Unit­ 
ed States are just now reaching the 
critical age as far as blackleg is 
concerned, the Am erican Founda­ 
tion for Animal Health w arned to­ 
day. 
“This deadly disease picks on 
calves from a few m onths to a 
couple cf years old,” said a Foun­ 
dation spokesman. 
“There is only 
one sure protection against it. and 
that is vaccination.” 
Heaviest outbreaks of blackleg 
usually occur in the spring, but 
calves should be vaccinated ahead 
of tim e so they can build up a 
solid immunity Tho disease often 
strikes so swiftly that several ani­ 
m als may be lost before vaccina­ 
tion can establish a b arrier in the 
herd against it. 
Any area with a history of black­ 
leg is likely to be perm anently dan­ 
gerous, the Foundation em phasiz­ 
ed. The infecting germ s can sur­ 
vive in the soil for years. 
"This is one of the chief reasons 
why fresh outbreaks occur in the 
spring.” says the Foundation. "A 
livestock owner m ay decide not to 
have his new calves vaccinated be­ 
cause he has experienced no losses 
in recent years. Before he knows 
it, the germ s in the soil have pick­ 
ed their victims and ifs the sam e 
old story of dead calves and finan­ 
cial losses.” 
Outbreaks may also occur as the 
result of im proper vaccination, ne­ 
glect ne to re-vaccinate anim als 
still within the susceptible a g e 
bracket. 
Calves vaccinated at the age of 
two or three m onths should be re­ 
vaccinated after weaning. The sec­ 
ond treatm ent establish 
an im ­ 
m unity lasting 12 to 18 monhs, 
which will usually protect the ani- 
mai beyond the susceptible age.
